It wou!d, perhaps, huvo been unroa- 
BOtmblo to oxpoot (bat tho introduction 
of Thomson's Patunt lluud Steauior into 
[British C 'lumbia would ovolro no op- 
position. Tho world is much tho samo 
in thiB respeot. now aa it waa ono bun- 
drod yoara a^o, whan tho powor-Ioom 
encountered such bitter opposition. It 
■will bo remembered that tho distinguish- 
ed inventor of that important innovaMon 
was wont to mollify the opposition of 
his wife by tolling hor that Bho would 
ride with him. in his carriage. Possess- 
ed by a Hort of superstition , and doubt- 
less impelled by tho opposition of 
neighbours, Dame Arkwright took 
advantage of the temporary absonco of 
her husband to destroy all his models. 
On discovering tho fato of tho rosult Of 
many months of anxious thought and 
patient erpbriment, Aikwright iudif?- 
naully declared that his wifa should 
Dover rido wUh him in his carriage 
And she uever did. The powerloom 
was u wonderous sucoosB. Sir Richard 
Arkwright drove in his carriago ; hut 
his wife, although who lived to hod, and 
in every other ronpoct sharo, tho good 
fortune of her husband, nevor rodo with 
him in his oarrlage* Tho porsual of an 
nrtioio in ft local paper brought the in- 
cident to our recollection aud led us to 
think that Dumo Arkwright is not dead 
yet. It will hardly bo com-.idored neces- 
sary to rofuto the objections which have 
been advanced uguinnt tho in- 
troduction of thciio Iload-Stoamerp;

Ou the con- 
trurv, one of I ho chief advantagosot lht't,e 
steamers will be that they will V.oep up 
rogulur, Hjicedy and cheap communi- 
cation botweon the seaboard and the 
interior, if not during tho entiio yoar, 
at least dating ten months out of the 
twelve. But thero is unotuor some in 
which it is argued that these steamers 
Will monopolize the carrying trade 
coiuinouly liaising over tlio road in ros- 
pect of which the privilege is Hougla. 
These steamors, it is urged, will "run 
all animals off tho road,'' not by fright- 
cniug them ; for it has boon sufficient- 
ly demonstrated that no such 
contingency is to bo apprehended, 
but becuupe it will be impossible for 
animal power siiccei-sfully to com pots 
with tbinv. We tear that the possibility of 
such u rosult must be ndunitted ; bu' we in- 
vite iho honest objuclor to conaidtir whether 
he hns not, inudmleutly siiHReBted u meat 
ongcni aigumsnt in faveur ol (be inuovaiion. 
If iboie Rottd^Btsanieti me io superior to 
exiniu-K MOanl of conveyance as to pluoe 
OOmpetitioD out ot the question thut tact 
etleno bIjouIiI cover n multitude of minor ob- 
jection*.

Tbo sooner it was de- 
finitely known which tarilF wns to bo accept- 
ed, the Koouor truJo would be firmly estab- 
lished. 

Hon Dr Carrall aeoooded tho motion on 
iho ground that tha Canadian Tariff would 
hear mere equull> 011 sll the peopjo tbab 
did the present tariff. 

Hon Chiof Oommiaa ioncr said ho would

Tbe resolutions which the House 
hero bad passed relative to the larid were so 
iadi finite that it was uot possible to give 
them any aoiu.il shape, bui it was clearly 
understood by ibe Canadian Government that 
some rtliel wu^ Bought for the farming io-- 
teiesta of Ibis colony and ho thought there 
was » willingness to yrant i;. The queatioo 
Idea wins — Is it not possible that iho Cauu- 
dian Government may see eonr; way to 
amend our tariff so as to give our fatmers 
tho amount of protection they ask and regu- 
late our commerce. Tfieja was no rearOti, 
ttieo, wliy we should make tho choice to« 
day — if wo do it is Irrevocable. If we were 
10 point out what obanges wo want in our 
larifl, ho was not prepared to say the Catiu- 
diun Government would not grunt them, He 
said tbo reasons given by the hou mover ol 
ihe resolution were very cogent and could 
not eu^-ily be answered, and ware ho required 
•0 vote on the resolution as it stood, he 
would support it. 

IP n Attorney General said he oould not 
sou what fcffept tha resolution could have if 
passed. Tbe meaning ol lbs clause in the 
tern's relating 10 tbo tatiff waa ihut the 
Council should decide alter union — tb' re ban 
oa no alteration bolero.
